J. E. STAUFFER CHOSEN

Notwithstanding the financial strin- 
gency the Public Works Department 
of the Alberta Government haves spent 
on roads and bridges in the province 
during the present year no less than 
$719,067, made up as fullows:; Lridgox, 
$142,070; ordinary roads, $162,224, 
and on trunk roads, $414,773. These 
figures were given to the Legisiaur 
yesterday by the Hon. C. R. Mitche!l, 
Minster of Public Works in his re- 
buttal of the charge of the Leader ot 
the Upposition that the Government 
had not made the ordinary expendi- 
tures on the roads of the province this 
year, 

Opposition Leader Michener arguea 
that because the present year has been 
a year of financial stringency anu 
money is scarce therefore the province 
should have opened wide the purse 
strings of the public treasury and 
poured money over the country in an 
attempt to stem the world wide de- 
pression. So far from the proving. 
having been obliged to cut down on 
roads, the expenditures quoted by Mr. 
Mitchel! show that the department 
Public Works has been able to carry 
out its program of road and bridge 
construction in the face of the an- 
verse conditions, 

Alberta's Paltry Share. 

The Highways Bill which failed to 
pase the Dominion House for the slin 
ple reason that it did not proside for 
a fair and equitable distribution be- 
tween the provinces of the $10,000,- 
000 it propused to spend ofr roails, waz 
referred to by Mr. Mitchell, the Op: 
position having quoted the measure 
as an example of the thoughtful con- 
sideration of the Federal Government 
on behalf of Alberta. Had this bir 
become law Alberta would have re 
ceived ,out of the ten millions of dol- 
lars that was to be voted, a paltey 
$52,000, or less than $1,000 for each 
constituency in this province. 

Assist Farmers Further, 

Reviewing the legisiation that had 
been passed, Mr, Mitchell stated thas 
the Government had not yet wiped 
their hands of the responsibillty of as- 
sisting the farmers against the ele- 
vator actopus in the province and stat- 
ed that it might be necessary to im-~ 
plement the Elevator Act still fur- 
ther to assist the farmers. 

“We are not through with the Ele- 
vator Act yet,’’ declared Mr. Mitchell, 
“we are not through with assistiag 
the farmers of the country in the re- 
gard to their grain.” Mr, Mitchell aiso 
forecasted the possibility of !mprov- 
ing the Insurance Act to give policy 
holders in the province absolute secur 
ity. The composition of the new Lib- 
eral party in the House, made up 9f 
representatives elected from all parts 
of the province, effectually refuting 
any charge of sectionalism was alsay 
referred to by the Minister of Pub'i- 
Works, Who declared that the election 
had justified the program of legisla- 
tion carried out by the Government.

Compared with the census of 1900 
an increase is shown for the ten years 
or S49 in the number of mines or 
Works; of $65,734,248 in the value 
of the buildings and plant; of 31,442 
persons empioyed; of $24,009,877 on 
earnings and salaries and $74,048,070 


in value of production, 


The total value of the production 
throughout Canada during the cens is 
1910 was $122,004,932. Coul, 
both as a tonnage and value, occu- 
pies the first place with a value of 
$52,580,841, silver in ore and in com- 
bination the second; gold the thira; 
clay products the fourth; nickel the 
fifth; copper sixth, 

Ontario, and British Columbia are 
first and-second In production. Novi 
Scotia has moved up to third position 
displacing the Yukon, whose output 
has dropped from nine million in 1900 
to four and a haif million in 1910, 

The other provinces come in the 
following order: Quebec with eleven 
inillion dollars output im 1910; Alber- 
ta with ten millions; Yukon witn four 
and a half million; Manitoba’ with 
three million; New Brunswick one

Despite the Threatening Weather 
Many Attend the Tofield Fair 


Exhibits Are Shown in Skating Rink—Stock Display so Large 
That Accommodation Was In adequate—Track Bad From 
Rain But Races Pulled Off 


Tofield, Alta., Sept. 19-——The fourth 
annual exhibition and live stock show 
under the auspices of the Tofield Ag- 
ricultural Society was held here yes- 
terday under favorable conditions, 
Following a period of the finest of 
weather, it began to rain heavily dur- 
ing the night preceding fair day, and 
by morning everything was sopping 
wet, except that which was under 
cover. The rain kept off and on all 
morning, but in spite of the threaten- 
ing conditions, the crowds steadily 
grew in number, being augmented by 
arrivals from as distant points as 
thirty miles, For the first time since 
the organization of the society and 
the inception of the annual fair, the 
number of exhibits was such that the 
skating rink just north of the exhi- 
bition grounds had to be used as an 
exhibition hall. In this the poultry, 
vegetables, grains and grasses were 
placed. The society's exhibition hall 
on the grounds was used only for the 
ladies’ work, art and sehood work, 
dairy and kitchen exhibits, fancy 
work and flowers, and these depart- 
ments almost filled the building to 
capacity, The accommodation for 
horses and stock was sadly inadequate 
so great and so quick has been the 
expansion of the exhibition, 

Crowd Good Humored, 

Notwithstanding the heavy weather, 
the crowd was decidediy the most 
good humored assemblage ever gath- 
ered on a like oeceasion here. It seem- 
ed that every farmer was immensely 
pleased with this year’s operations. 
Harvesting is all done and threshing 
season started. The stock are ali in 
excellent condition as evidenced by 


thelr appearance on the grounds, In 
every one’s mouth was the expression 
that the weather was unforiunate, but 
that the fair was a splendid exhi- 
bition in spite of the rain, 

In addition to the large numbers 
who came in from the surrounding 
country, incoming trains from the 
south, the east and west brought in 
hundreds of sight-seers as well as ex- 
hibitors. The strong point about the 
exhibition from the judges’ view was 
the excellent standards attained in 
the quality of beef and dairy strains 
of catue, The horse classes, especi- 
ally the roadster class and general 
purpose class, were weil filled. Ac- 
cording to Mrs. Burbeck of Edmonton 
who judged the ladies’ fancy work, the 
exhibition was of a high standard and 
was a genuine surprise to her 

Vegetable Exhibit. 

The vegetable exhibit was the great- 
est surprise of all to both visitors as 
well as townspeople. The variety, 
advanced stage of maturity, and qual- 
ity were astonishinng. One of the 
exhibitors grew an 84-pound pumpkin 
in his garden this year, Great in- 
terest was taken in this department 
by the visitors, George Cookson'’s ex- 
hibit of home grown apples alio ex- 
cited general interest, 

Owing to the wet weather the race 
track was in bad condition, but several 
races were pulled off. The oxen race 
in which the farmers’ wives drove 
the animals once around the ring was 
very entertaining indeed, Mrs. Gal- 
legher won easily with her sturdy 
eighteen-hundred-pounders.

BiG RAILWAY 
STRIKE STILL 
THREATENED 


Labor Situation in London Shower 
Some Improvement How- 
ever

LEADERS TRYING TO 
FORCE GENERAL STRIKE 


Dublin is Quiet But Number of 
Strikers There Has Been 
Tnoreased 


By Bulletin Leased Wire. 

London, Sept. 19—The situation in 
London was improved tonight. The 
bus men who had hot already gone 
out agreed to a truce pending arbitra- 
tion of the demands made on the em- 
ployees by the Board of Trade, Mean- 
while, however, the motormen and 
conductors of the Tilling Omnibus Co. 
will remain idle, which will keep 600 
busses off the streets. Two of the 
motor bus companies which have 
agreed to recognize the men’s unions 
will continue to operate their vehicles 
even if arbitration fails, 

The danger of a big railway strike 
is not yet over, The Liverpool strikers 
have accepted the offer of the mana- 
fers to reinstate men who are willing 
to handle traffic which, under the 
law, the companies must accept, but 
they made their acceptance on the 
‘aequiesence of the men in Biringham 
and other strike centres to the plan. 


The Birmingham labor leaders aro 
still attempting to force a general 
strike, They met the committee of 
the National Union today, and the 
result of the decisions reached will 
be announced tomorrow. The door has 
been opened for a climb down by the 
strikers through the announcement 
that goods which the strikers had re- 
fused to handle were both union made 
and handled in Dublin. 

The strike has extended to Sheffield, 
Crewe, Derby and other places. 

Dublin was quite tonight, but tho 
number of strikers there has increas- 
ed. The police adopted unusual mea- 
sures tonight to handle the daily pa- 
rade of the strikers, which the strike 
leaders had planned for tonight in- 
stead of today. A heavy rainstorm, 
however, caused the strikers to seek 
cover, thus breaking up the parade. 

At Manchester the trade of tha 
port is paralyzed, Five thousand dock 
men are now on strike,
